Art/Home Economics/Industrial Technology 
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Computers useful 
in English class 


Essays, literature and grammar are all 
elements that make up an English class. 
This year, more than any other year, 
computers played a big part. English is a 
required class. Students had to take at 
least eight semesters of English to gra¬ 
duate. 

Computers were used more than ever 
in English classes, and a lot of other 
classes.

Students were also re¬ 
quired to take a semester of any type of a 
speech class, such as Fundamentals of 
Speech, Introduction to Drama or a de¬ 
bate class.

Computers are an 
important tool 


Computers made their impact in al¬ 
most every way imaginable. During the 
last couple years, computers have left 
their mark. 

Students were allowed to take their 
choice of computer classes. Those 
choices included BASIC computer pro¬ 
gramming and computer applications. 

The three computer teachers were Mr. 
John DeCoster, Ms. Sue Fitch and Mr. 
James McCabe. Each of the teachers of¬ 
fered students a variety of information to 
help them later in life. Mr. DeCoster said 
one of the main ideas was for the stu¬ 
dents to "get over the fear of (the com¬ 
puters)." Another concept was "to let the 
student control the computer and not the 
other way around." 

Mr. McCabe added, "Students don't 
really have a fear of computers, unlike 
adults who think that the computers are 
human." 

Differences came in many forms for 
all students. One of the largest differ¬ 
ences was the kind of computers used. 
Students that had their class at West 
used a Burroughs 20 (B-20) computer, 
while classes at East used an IBM com¬ 
puter. "Some of the differences were that 


the B-20's were very hard to under¬ 
stand," said Mr. McCabe. "Also, the two 
types of computers can't share the same 
programs." 

Some students don't think that com¬ 
puters are useful, but Mr. McCabe said, 
"It is very important for kids to get 
hands-on experience, since 60 per cent of 
future jobs will be computer related." 

Mr. DeCoster added that it is pretty 
tough to get a job without using comput¬ 
ers. 

"When it comes to past usage of com¬ 
puters, we were probably the 'first' in the 
area, possibly even in the state, that of¬ 
fered computer classes," said Mr. 
McCabe. 

According to Mrs. Dawn Yovanovich, 
media specialist, computers play a major 
role in students' lives. The other side to 
that story was that some students con¬ 
sidered a computer another tool to help 
them in classes. 

All things considered, there were two 
different types of students: the students 
who knew how to use computers and 
those who didn't, and never wanted to 
learn how to use them.

Mr. Michael Lemond's first hour eco¬ 
nomics class worked with the Communi¬ 
ty Organization on Industry Location 
(COIL). _ Six student subcommittees 
worked to attract companies to the city.

New and exciting activities were on 
the agenda throughout the school year. 
Many of these events were sponsored by 
Student Council (SC), hoping to make 
school a little bit more bearable for the 
whole student body. 

Some of these events were dances, 
fund-raisers and social gatherings to 
help bring the teachers and the student 
body closer with the help of Student 
Council's sponsor, Mr. Ron Hancock. 

One of the usual activities for SC was 
Secret Pal. This week-long program in¬ 
volved students choosing teachers and 
secretly bringing them gifts. At the end 
of the week a social provided a chance for 
the teachers and their students to get to 
know one another better.

At the first lock-in Apr. 22, students 
stayed at school from 11 p.m. until 7 a.m.

activities offered. The Thanksgiving and 
the Easter Food Drive exceeded expecta¬ 


tions. The new Easter Food Drive alone 
brought in 5,222 cans of food for the 
needy. This turnout was the biggest ever, 
tripling the amount of the Thanksgiving 
Food Drive. 

Over this 10-day course, first hour 
classes brought in items for their as¬ 
signed families. Mr. Yan Wolfman's 
class won a pizza party for bringing the 
most cans. The Advanced Physics class 
of 12 brought in 981 cans. Senior Mitch¬ 
ell DeGaetano brought in approximately 
300 items of his own from walking door 
to door, raiding his cabinets and buying 
from the store.
